The 
People ſpend their Money upon the 
Lands, and ſq work for more ; theſe 
Merchants bring Home Silk unmanu» 
factured, and Employ many Thou- 
ſ2nds of People more, and theſe alſo 
ſpend the Money they ger upon Land ; 


the Gentlemen wear the Silk , and 


thereby conſume more Wooll, and 


Employ twice as many People as they 


would 
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would do, if they wore Woollen Gar- 
ments. 


Now Sir, Is there any falfe La- 
tin in this way of Trade? And asans 
gry as you are With the Silk-weaver, 
what would the Tarky and [teas 
Merchants do with their Silk, but for 
them? Would you have them carry 
It to the Bay of Bengall ? 


Object. 9. Two ſorts of Silks come 
from India, end only hinder the French,

Anſwer. Sir, T can tell you T wenty 
ſorrs of Fgliſh Stuffs made of Wooll,

on them; And as to the Dutch and
